Warsaw will be Po- 
land’s capital again, and, in time, re- 
gain its historic brilliancy as the center 
of Polish art and literature. But all this 
if Germany and Austria succeed in main- 
taining the present ‘‘geographical line’ 
in Russia and ultimately vanquish the

, Warsaw's Fall, Sign of Poland’s Rise 

“The fall of Warsaw marks a new 
epoch in events which is must promising 
for the Polish people, who have never 
ceased to dream, hope and work for the 
restoration of our nation,” declared Ja- 
worski, ‘The fall of Warsaw is a sign 
of the rising of Poland. That is my firm 
conviction. If the central Powers re- 
main victorious against ‘ Russia—ani 
there appears no longer reason to doubt 
that. they: will—the Polish kingdom will 
again find her place on the map of Eu- 


“The new kingdom of Foland, so far 
aa the present idea is cvolved, will con- 
sist. of what is known us Russian er 
‘Congress’ Poland, with Galicia. This 
will constitute a nation of perhaps 20,- 
000,000 people. It is to become the third 
member of the Austrian empire, which 
would then be a triple. instead of a 
Gual monarchy and would be under the 


“Hapsburg sceptre.” 


“Is there any truth in the report that 
a German Prince or an Austrian Arch- 
duke is contemplated as the new King 
of Poland?” I asked. 

“There is not. Neither is there any 
descendant from the ol Polish royal 
family an aspirant for the throne. The 
idea is a now kingdom. Poland is 
to be constituted on u governmental 
basis similar to Hungary.. The Em- 
peror of Austria and King of the Hun. 
garians is also to be King of Poland. 
Ii, other words, if Emperor Francis 
Joseph still is living, which we hope he 
will be, he will be che first King of 
the new Polish nation.” 

“What form of independent govern- 
ment is being suggested or considered 
for Poland?” I asked. 

“A periiament, with a Polish Pre- 
mier and Polish Ministers, along the 
line of that at Budapest,” Jarowski 
answered. “The principal Ministers will 
be appointed by the King. Poland will 
select a delegation to discuss national 
affairs in common with the rest of the 
empire, as is done now. These affairs 
will embrace foreign relations, military 
matters, the customs, railroad tarif{s. 
and so on. That is about as closely as 
I can formulate roughly the tentative 
idea of the new Polish nation.

WENT TOO FAR IN 
CORRECTING EVIL 


Former President Addresses 
Business Men’s League at 
Planters Hotel. 


ASSAILS WALSH BOARD 


Makes No Reference to the War 
or to the Mexican Situa- 
tion in His Talk. 


Former President William Howard 
Taft in a speech before’ the Business 
Men’s League at the Planters Hotel 
this afternoon, laughed at his own fate 


in being “kicked out of politics;’’ at- 
tributed the present unstable conditions 
of business tq overreaching’ by the 
American people in their effort to crush 
the combination of corporations and 
posses; praised the honest efforts of la- 
boring men to better their conditions 
through unionization, and bitterly as- 
sailed the industrial commission of 
which Frank P. Walsh of Kansas City 
is chairman. 

After the Planters luncheon, Prof. 
Taft was driven to Union Station, where 
he purchased a large palm-leaf fan for 
a nickel and bought himself another 
lunch, consisting of a chicken sand- 
wich, a plate of. ice cream and a cup 
of coffee. 

A reporter asked if he had not had 
enough to eat at the hotel. “I was 
thinking about my speech there,’’ the 
former President replied, with a broad 
smile, “and forgot to eat much.” 

Poses for Moving Picture. 

On his arrival at Union Station the 
former President carried out a prear- 
ranged plan to pose before a moving 
picture camera. He left the automobile 
with deliberation, purchased six copies 
of the Post-Dispatch from newsboys 
who ran up to him, and distributed the 
newspapers among those in his party 
and then boarded the train. 

The former President, lighter by about 
5s pounds than when he occupied the 
White House, was introduced by Mei- 
ville E. Wilkinson, vice president of the 
league at the hotel luncheon. He had 
intended to play golf during the morn- 
ing, but was prevented doing so by a 
lame foot. 
on having free golf links, and paid a 
tribute to the voters of the city in hav 
ing shown a preference for him in the 
election of 1912, in which he was de- 
feated for the presidency. 

The big dining room of the hotel was 
packed with members of the league, 
and with Republican leaders. Taft left 
St. Louis immediately after the speech, 
to continue his journey to the Pacific 
coast. 

Eschews War and Mexico, 

Those who expected to hear the for- 
mer President discuss’. international 
questions, particularly the European 
war and the Mexican situation, were 
disappointed. He did not refer even in- 
directly to either subject. He said that 
he wished to discuss domestic questions. 
The tremendous expansion of industrv 
and the accumulation of wealth, he said, 
incident to the progress of the country, 
brought about certain conditions which 
aroused the people to protest against 
evils. ‘ Monopoly followed the progress 
of the country and eventually there was 
brought about a combination between 
corporations and the political bosses, 
which nearly resulted in a plutocracy 
in this country. 

The corporations wanted privileges io 
which they were not entitled, and the 
bosses were pecuniarily inclined, he 
pointed out. The railroads, which had 
been welcomed and encouraged, had 
cbtained privileges from the people, and 
were in duty bound to serve all the peo- 
ple alike. But after a time they yield- 
ed to the demands of certain interests 
and granted them favors which were 
denied to the public. The railroads at 
first laughed at the efforts of the peo- 
ple to regulate them through the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission and fought 
its order, he recalled. The result was 
that the Interstate Commerce art,

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ENGLISH POUND 
STERLING LOWES! 
ON RECORD IN U. 8. 


Foreign Exchange Quotation, 
_.Normally $4.87, Drops to 
$4.69 in New York. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—The value of 
the English pound sterling went stead- 
ily downward today until it reached 
$1.64 in American money, the lowest 
ever placed upon it since New York 
became a financial center. Utter de- 
moralization of the foreign exchange 
markets resulted. 

Francs followed suit, falling to $6.00, 
or the equivalent of 16 2-3 cents. Nor- 
mally pounds sterling. are quoted at 
$4.87 and francs at approximately 20 
cents. Last Saturday the pound estab- 
lished a new low record in the New 
York money market by falling to $4.69. 
Today it opened 2 cents under Satur- 
day’s lowest price, a situation without 
parellel in the history of American 
finance, within an hour lost another 
cent and by 1 o'clock bad sold down 
to $4.64. 

Pay for Goods Demanded, 

The sharp fall in exchange rates was 
ascribed to the demand of American 
manufacturers for pay for the goods 
scold by them abroad. Within the last 
few days the money market has been 
flooded with millions of American. bills 
against Great Britain and her allies. 
It was reported that last Friday be- 
tween $25,000,000 and $60,000,000 of such 
bills were presented to one big banking 
house alone. Today’s demands, which 
sent the exchange rates to unheard-of 
low levels, were believed to be far in 
excess of this sum. 

With th English pound debased as 
never before, the American dollar was 
today the standard of the world’s finan- 
cial market. In financia! circles the 
rapid lowering of foreign exchange rates 
was regarded as presaging difficulties 
ahead. 

Ways in which England might meet 
the situation and maintain her credit 
here were commonly discussed. There 
seemed to be two alternative: The es- 
tablishment here of a huge loan or 
credit, conservatively put at $500,000,000 
or the acquisition in Englard of a large 
amount of American securities to be 
placed here as collateral for a temporary 
credit. 


Morgan Back at Desk. 

Bankers with international connec- 
tions were in conference over the sit- 
uation today. The reappearance in the 
field of J. P. Morgan for the first time 
since an attempt was made to assassi- 
nate him, July 3, gave color to the be- 
lief that negotiations to end the pres- 
ent abnormal situation might soon be 
consummated. 

In the face of this belfef, there was 
a rally in the market for sterling about 
1 p. m., which brought quotations back 
to within 1 cent of the opening. Francs 
likewise steadied. Other continentals 
also rose, in sympathy. % 


GULF COAST HOMES DESERTED 


BEAUMONT,  ‘Tex., Aug. 16.—Hun- 
dreds deserted their homes along the 
Gulf Coast between Port Arthur and 
Galveston last night and found refuge 
on high ground. Government storm 
warnings for all in the lowlands along 
the Gulf Coast and an vnusually high 
tide are the causes of the exodus. 

At Sabine and Sabine Pass the water 
is unusually rough and already has 
covered the jetties and is running high 
on the beach. No damage is reported to 


‘shipping there.

EAHIBIT WEAKNESS 
IN RIFLE SHOOTING

KIRKWOOW MAN KILLED IN FALL 
FROM WINDOW OF IOWA HOTEL 


Jese R. French, Coffee Saleshman, 
Had Prepared to Retire and 
Was in Good Spiritz. 
MARSHALLTOWN, Io., Aug. 16.—Jes- 
se R. French of Kirkweed. Mo., a trav- 
eling salesman for a St. Louis coffes 
firm, was killed here at 12:10 a. m. today 
when he fell from a fourtl-story window 
of the Pilgrim Hotel, where he had 

registered for the night. 

French had disrobed tefore he fell. 
His head struck an iron railing around 
a basement window with such force 
that the railing was broken. His skull 
and both arms were fractured and his 
face was crushed. 

The housekeeper at the hotel said she 
had talked with French in his room 
at’ 10:30. p. m., when she went there on 
her rounds of the hootel. He appeared 
to be in good spirits, she said. At that 
hour Frencn had mailed some letters 
which he had spent the evening coyp- 
ing. There was an empty whisky bottle 
on the dresser. The Coroner, after in- 
vestigation, said he thought death was 
accidental. :

MOVIES TO SHO 
HOW ACCIDENTS 
N STREET OCCUR 


Theaters to Display Pictures 
Taketr-in-West-End for the : 
Safety First Society. 


St. Louis is to Fe shown by moving 
pictures how its most ordinary .street 
accidents occur. A film has been pre- 
pared by a motion picture company for 
the Safety First Society of St. Louls, 
which depicts the most common traffic 
accidents. It was shown today for the 
first time at the Grand Central Theater 
It is to be shown at all the principal 


theaters in the city and at the Municipal 
Movies. 

The “accidents” were filmed at Lin- 
dell boulevard and King’s highway and 
cn other West End streets. 

One shows a boy riding a bicycle and 
holding to an automobile. As he lets 
go and turns out he comes in front of 
another machine and is struck. 

Another shows the woman who starts 
across the street without looking to 
right or left. In the middle of the street 
she sees an automobile coming. She and 
the driver become rattled and she is 
struck. 

A man and a woman are “jay-walk- 
ing’’ across the street, diagonally. The 
man is struck by an automobdile. 

A motor cycle speed fiend is pursued 
by a motor cycle policeman and ar- 
rested. , 

Children are roller skating on an 
asphalt street. One becomes separated 
from the others, rolls in front of an au- 
tomobile and is struck. 

Boys are playing ball on a vacant lot 
The ball is batted into the street. A 
fielder runs after it and is struck by an 
automobile. 

The wrong way and the right way of 
dealing with a live wire are shown. In 
the wrong way a man discovers the wire 
and goes away to telephone. A boy 
comes along and is shocked. In the 
right way the man waits until another 
arrives to guard the wire before going 
to telephone. Boys are kept away and 
the trouble wagon comes and the wire 
is picked up. 

The film is 732 feet long and requires 
about 15. minutes to be shown. It is 
furnished free by the Safety First So- 
clety and managers of theaters can ob- 
tain it by applying to Tom L. Johnsson, 
secretary of the society, 613 Navarre 
Building.

MAN ACCUSED BY

‘Appears in Police Court, Gets 
‘»Continuance; Employe of 
Prominent-St. Louwisan. 


The so-called ‘“‘man of mystery” held 
by the police on a charge annoying 
two little girls in Tower Grove Park, 
Saturday, continued to conceal his iden- 
tity when he appeared in police court

He admitted that the name ‘“Johr. 
Wilkirson,”’ which he gave when arrest- 
ed, was fictitious, and he anxiously 
asked if the police thought he would 
be permitted to sign his own bond if 
he would secretly make known his iden- 
tity to Police Judge Hogan. He told 
reporters he was confidential clerk to 
a very prominent St. Louisan and wuuld 
lose his position if his identity became 
known. When arrested !e said he was 
a lawyer. 

Today the mysterious prisoner asked 
the police to notify Jones H. Parker, 
an attorney in the Mermod-Jaccard 
Building. 

“Parker will know me when he sees 
me and will help me out,” he said. 

Parker, when notified, visited the pris- 
oner. Afterward Parker told reporters 
the prisoner was a member of a fairly 
wealthy family. Parker refused to dis- 
close the prisoner's real name, and set 
about to obtain his release on bond. He 
said the prisoner maintained his inno- 
cence. 

The man was arrested on complaint 
of Grace Hill, 11 years old, and Alice 
Nuste, 9, who said he annoyed them 
when they were entering the Russell 
place gate at Tower Grove Park.

LONDON, Aug. 16.—Military opera- 


tions in the eastern field are develop- 
ing slowly. Both sides show the ef+ 
fects of the intensity of the Warsaw 
struggle. The German advance now 
centers on the efforts of Field Marshal 


the Dvina and eastward in the general 
direction of Petrograd, and the rear ap- 


proach of the army of Prince Leopold 
of Bavaria to the new Brest-Litovek 
defense. Notwithstanding the steady 
pressure of the Germans, the Russians 
have succeeded thus far in holding 
them west of the Dvina. 

The Balkan crisis is drawing to a lie 
max. The National <Assembiies of 
Servia and Greecé meet today, with the 
probability of a definite decision as re+ 
gards Bulgaria’s territorial demands, 
upon which hinge the united action of 
the Balkan States with the allies. 

In the best posted quarters here the 
outlook is regarded with a degree of 
pessimism. It is expected Servia will 
seek a compromise and Greece will re- 
ject the Bulgarian contentions. Re- 
ports from Athens indicate that King 
Constantine is insisting the new Cabi- 
rnet must maintain, , the 
effect of which would be to. 


united Balkan co-operation with the al- 
lies. 

Meantime there are many evidences 
of Austro-German preparations to deal 
with the Balkan situation. According 
to information from Bucharest, Germaa 
army corps have been concentrated near 
the junction of Hungary, Rumania and 


Belgrade and the activity of Austrian 
artillery at many points along the Dan- 
ube, lends support to reports of a great 
Austro-German offensive in the Bal- 
kans. 

The outcome of the crisis is awaited 
most anxiously, as determining whether 
the allies will receive new support from 
the Balkans and whether Germany's 
supplies of ammunition for Turkey wil] 
continue to be shut off by the tit 
barrier. 

Bulgarian officials do not expect an 
agreement will be reached, but the 
Servian Minister at London, M. Bosh- 
xovitch, told the Associated Press he 
believed a middie ground would ode 
found on which it would be possible te 
unite the Balkan States.

LONDON, Aug. 16.—The Norwe- 
wian steamer Albis, of 1381 tons 
gross, has been sunk by a subma- 
rine. Her crew was saved. 

Three Times Usual Prices Paid for 
Rumanian Farm Products, 
PARIS, Aug. 16.—A delayed dispatch to 
the Havas News Agency, filed at Bu- 
charéest Saturday, says Austrian ani 
German agents along the Rumanian 
frontier are paying three times the nor- 
mal prices’ for wheat, corn, hay, flax, 
peas and beans exported from that coun- 
try. This is the result of heavy export 
taxes placed on Rumanian agricultural 
products Saturday, following the action 
of the Government on the previous day 
in removing the prohibition against ex- 

porting food supplies. 

The export tax amounts to from 400 to 
1000 francs on a carload and from 200 to 
600 francs on a farm wagon load. 
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Weakness of German Filanks Causes 
Optimism in Petrograd. 

PETROGRAD, Aug. 16.—The military 
situation is viewed by Russian army of- 
ficers with a degree of cptimism, owing 
to the manner in which the Germans 
have been checked at the crossings of 
the Rivers Liewic Krasna, east of the 
Siedice-Lukow front, where the invaders 
lost 800 prisoners in addition to a heavy 
toll of dead and wounded. Confidence is 
felt here that the Russians will be able 
to make further eastward progress of 
the invaders very costly to them. 
Fierce battles are looked for in the 
district between the Nurec and Narew 
Rivers and at the crossings of the 
Bug. The immediate German objective 
is believed to be the double-track rail- 
road which roughly parallels the pres- 
ent fighting line, running from Osso- 
wets to Bialystok, Brest-Litovsk and 
Kovel. This road is protected by dense 
forests and by the marshes of the re- 
gion of the upper Narew. 

The apparent weakness of the Ger- 
man flanks has removed fear that the 
Russian army would be bottled up. 
Evidence of this seeming lack of offen- 
sive power is found in the reported re-

through the pressure of the people seek- 
ing remedies for evils, had been amend- 
ed until now the railroads do not flout 
its orders, but obey them. 

Taft declared that the people who 
believed that the decisions of the Su- 
preme Court in the anti-trust cases were 
going to bring about a return of old 
conditions were deceiving themselves. 

He said that certain interests had de- 
filed the people in the belief that they 
were going to continue such a course 
indefinitely, but he asserted the people 
would discover the conditions that cre- 
ated the evils and would work out a 
remedy. 

“The trouble about this defiance of 
the people is that you arouse them un- 
til they go on a rampage, and they 
overreach themselves,’ he said. ‘‘The 
conditions complained of in the indus- 
trial conditions of the present tim: 
are merely the aftermath of the cru- 
sade against plutocracy. 

“You are now paying a part of the 
cost of remedying the ealuses against 
which the people rose up. But do not 
think that the people havo not the £004 
sense to correct any mistakes they have 
made in the treatment of corporations 
and business.”’ 

The crusade against corporations and 
bosses brought the bosses into such 
disrepute, he said, that all that was 
necessary to defeat a candidate was 
to put the label of the boss upon him. 

“I am able to advise you on this 
subject from experience,” he said, laugh- 
ing. “The people may misunderstand, 
but after you get a good jolt you can 
climb up into an apple tree and try 
to take a judicial view of what has hap- 
pened. That is what J am trying to 
Go." « 

The former President chuckled so 
audibly when he made this declaration, 
which referred to his own defeat in the 
last election, that the entire audience 
Joined in and laughed loudly. 

Discussing the tendencies toward tho 
initiative, referendum and recall, the 
former President said that some peo- 
ple seemed to have an idea that the 
remedy for the evils of democracy was 
more democracy. They had believed 
that by teking affairs into their own 
hands they would be able to construct 
a fool-proof, boss-proof, corruption- 
proof government. The general primary 
system was another of the fallacies cf 
democracy, he asserted. He declared 
that the initiative, referendum and the 
recall, and the primary system, worked 
badly. The political bosses always were 
on the alert, he said, and would find 
a way to control @ven with the use of 
these devices of government. 

Before his speech Taft smilingly evad- 
ed references to the gout, and assur.

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REGISTRY DAY IN 
ENGLAND CAUSES 
MANY 10 ENLIST 


Government Will Now Have 
Full Informaton on Labor 
and Military Resources. 


LONDON, Aug. 16.—Yesterday was 
National Registry day throughout the 
United Kingdom. Every person be- 
tween the ages of 15 and 65 was called 
upon to fill out a form giving age, oc- 
cupation and ability to do work useful 
to the state. 

The forms, distributed Saturday, 
be collected today and the Government 
will be in possession of complete 


formation as to the labor resources o*% 
the country and the number of men 
available for military service. 

The enumeration caused remarkable 
scenes in all parts of the country. 
Many young men, believing the registry 
means the inauguration of compulsory 
service and that men joining the army 
hereafter will be considered conscripts 
instead of volunteers, went to the re- 
cruiting offices which were kept open 
all day in some towns to offer their 
services. On the other hand, a number 
of young Irishmen working in England, 
Scotland and Wales returned to Ireland 
to some counties of which the registra. 
tion regulation did not apply. 

The departure of a party of these 
Irishmen from the Clyde was marked 
by a noisy demonstration. A crowd 
gathered at Greenock Harbor, jostled 
the prospective passengers and greeted 
them with cries of ‘“‘Cowards!’”’ In Glas- 
gow particularly, a large number of 
young men hastened their marriages, 
so they could be included among those 
listed as married in the national regis- 
ter. 

Simultaneously with the inauguration 
of the national register, the National 
Service League has issued a manifesto 
and called a series of public meetings 
throughout the country at which every 
fit man will be urged to offer his serv- 
icés to the country and resolutions wii) 
be passed calling on the Governmente“to 
place the nation under orders.” , 

Sylvia Pankhurst, famed as a militant 
suffragist, will not comply with the na- 
tional registry regulations, she asserts. 

“I am not going to register; that’s all 
I know about it,” declared Miss Pank- 
huret at a meeting followed by a dem- 
onstration of East London suffragettes.

CATHOLICS URGED TO MAKE 
UNIVERSAL REQUEST FOR PEACE 


Report of Secretary of American Fed- 
eration at Convention at Trledo, 
0., Also Takes Up Mexican 

Outrages. 

TOLEDO, 0O., Aug. 16.—A review of 
the recent activities of the American 
Federation of Catholic Societies is con- 
tained in the report of Anthony Matre 
of St. Louis, the national secretary, 
submitted at today’s session of the con- 
vention of the federation. A recommen- 
dation that the federation adopt a reso- 
lution urging the restoration of peace 
in Europe and that Catholic organiza- 
tions the world over be asked to par- 
ticipate in a universal request for peace 
was contained in the report. 

A special committee, consisting of the 
Rev. Richard H. Tierney and John Wha- 
len of New York and Henry V. Cun- 
ningham, the report said, had called on 
President Wilson and the Secretary of 
State and submitted to the latter cer- 
tified documents disclosing many out- 
rages committed in Mexico against the 
Catholic Church, priests and sfster- 
hoods. An extensive review of the fed- 
eration’s crusade against indecent the- 
atrical performances, moving picture 
shows, pictures and postcards, also was 
contained in the report. 

In this connection it was reported that 
the branch federation in St. Louis had 
suppressed 51,935 indecent and sugges- 
tive postcards.

ing an independent Poland,” replied Ja- 
worski, “but is opposed to a new nation 
having immediately equal representa- 
tion in affairs common to the Austro- 
Hungarian empire. That would be at 
the expense of Hungary, whose repre- 
sentation in the mutual Parliament 
would be reduced. In short, Hungary, 
at present, has one-half of the dele- 
gates; the number would be reduced to 
one-third with the creation and entrance 


of Poland into the empire. To overcome 
this opposition of the Hungarians, wno 
assert that they have suffered too heavy 
sacrifices in this war to be expected to 
agree to a reduction of their influence 
in imperial affairs, Poland, will have to 
content herself with a proportionately 
smaller delegation or some other way 
may be found to get around the diffi- 
culty when we arrive at that stage. 
However, these are details which we 
have not reached.”’ 

Jaworski is not one of the irrecon- 
cilable Polish leaders wno dream of the 
restoration of Poland’s former geo- 
graphical lines. He is a realist in polli- 
tics, inclined to take a very practical 
view of what is possible and what is 
not. 

“You speak of a Polish state of Rus- 
sian or ‘Congress’ Poland, together with 
Galicia, and not of a united Poland,”’ I 
ventured. 


“United Poland Unrealizable.” 

“Yes, that is one of the reproaches 
thrown at us—that we proposé to aban- 
don the German Potes. The restora- 
tion of United Poland is a dream, Uto- 
pian, unrealizable. We must see things 
as they are, with practical ¢yes. Cer- 
tainly we cannot expect Germany, after 
her tremendous sacrifices in the war 
against Russia, to be willing to cede a 
portion,of its territory once occupied by 
her peoples to a new Polish nation. 

“That would be a hopeless expecta- 
tion and something that scarcely could 
be asked in view of what Germany has 
done toward freeing Poland. We have 
not forgotten German Poles. We will 
not forget them. We do hope that the 
handicap of laws passed againat them 
will be removed, and we will work to- 
ward that end. But that they will be- 
come a part of the new Polish kingdom 
is out of the question.” 

Jaworski pointed out that Russian 
Poland is four and a third times larger 
than Belgium and has one and one-half 
times Belgium's population. 

A new Poland looks to America, but 


not selfishly, to help “-r to rise. to be 
herself again. Poland's chief industries 


are textile, with 1166 mills, employing 
150,35 persons and Jaworski declared 
that many textile works have been de- 
stroyed in the war and expressed the 
hope that in the event of the creation 
of a Polish kingdom it would be posst- 
ble to get American capital to rebuild 
and reorganize the textile industry.

INTERNED GERMAN 
SHIPS IN BOSTON 


Several Policemen Badly Hurt in 
Disorders Arising From Sail- 
ing of Reservists. 


BOSTON, Aug. 16.—The assembling of 
1300 Italian reservists, who were to sail 
on the steamer Canopic last night, and 
their friends, was marked by demonstra- 
tions against the interned German 
steamships Amerika and Cincinnati, 28 
u« result of which severa! policemen wer: 
severely injured. Sallors on the German 
vessels were struck by stones and 
sticks. Revolver shots were exchanged 
between the crowd and the police, but it 
could not be learned that any took cf- 
fect. 

In an earlier disturbance, which de- 
veloped about the formation of a pa- 
rade of the reservists in North Square. 
three policemen were injured, one being 
stabbed. Ten arrests were made in both 
outbreaks. 

The reservists had paraded to the 
Commonwealth pier in the South Bos- 
ton district, on one side of which lay 
t’: Canopic, which was to give them 
passage to Italy, while on the other 
side were moored the steamers Amer- 
ika and Cincinnati of the Hamburg- 
American Line, which have been at this 
port since the war began. 

When two stewards from the Cincin- 
nati, in their uniforms, were espied on 
the plier the crowd jostled them. Both 
resisted and were joined by a watchman 
on the dock. The three men were 
beaten badly beforé they were rescued 
by police. The crowd became angeré4 
by the rescue and turned to the olg 
German liners. Stones were thrown at 
both vessels, smashing porthole glasses 
and deck fittings, and also were direct- 
ed at sailors on the decks, several of 
whom were struck. 

The men then rushed to the main pier 
building end the United States Custom 
Station was stormed, but eight officers 
forced the crowd back at the point vf 
revolvers, Several policemen required 
hospital attention, head wounds, a 
broken leg, wrenched arms and severe 
contusions being among théir injuries 
Although the officers used their clubs 
a‘ times, few of the disturbers bor» 
marks of the fray. 


PROSECUTOR FILES TWO SUITS 
TO TEST STATE OLEO LAWS 


Apparent Conflict Found in Statutes, 
One of “Which Forbids Sale 
of Colored Product. 

Prosecuting Attorney Sidener this 
morning filed two cases intended to test 
an apparent conflict in the State laws 
as to the sale of colorad oleomargarine. 
One of them was against William Free, 
proprietor of a stand at Union Market 
and the other against DPD. A. Blanton, 
a butterine manufacturer. who aupplies 
Free’s shop. 

Complaints were made by E. G. Ben- 
nett, State Dairy Commissioner, and R. 
I L. Marrs, his deputy. Marrs declares 
he bought colored oleorrargarine at 
Free’s stand that was not properly 
marked as such and thet he obtained 
a package of colored oleo from W. IL 
Bennington, an agent of Flanton, at the 
letter’s place of business. 

The conflict is betwecn a  etatute 
which forbids the sale «1 colored olee 
within the State of M’sscuri and one 
which provides that ca/cred oleo shall 
not be sold unless it is indelibly marked 
as such. The former is tle more recent 
statute of the two, byt ae it does not 
contain a repealing clavse, there is a 
question as to whether i: was the in- 
tention of the Legislature to replace 
the older statute.

NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—The World to- 


day prints the second installment of its 
series of articles purporting to show the 
. inner workings of German agents and 

German-Americans who are promoting 
the German propaganda in this country. 

The article consists chiefly of letters 
showing that German-Americans active 
in promoting the cause of their father- 
land made several suggestions designed 
ultimately to reach the German Em- 
bassy, in the interest of the German 
cause: 

1. A suggestion to purchase the Wright 
aeroplane factory and patents for $50,000 
and thus deprive the allies of a source 
of important supplies. 

,2. To promote a great mass meeting in 
Chicago which should adopt resolutions 
favoring a governmental embargo on 
arms. 

3. An offer by an unidentified person, 
who asked that his offer be placed be- 
fore the German Ambassador, to try to 
foment strikes in ammunition and au- 
tomobile factories, the expense to be 
about $50,000 

4.A memorandum written by Capt. 
von Papen, military attache of the 
German embassy, of steps that had 
been taken to halt, if possible, the ship- 
ment of chlorine gas to the allies, by 
means of a trade agreement on the part 
of the three American concerns engaged 
in its manufacture. 

The article does not present any evi- 
dence to show that any of the sugges- 
tions which their originators desired to 
get before the German Ambassador was 
ever carried out, and obviously the plan 
to stop the shipment of chlorine gas, 
outlined by Capt. v Papen, would be 
merely a matter the manufactur- 
ers and entirely legitimate. 

The letter suggesting that a strike 
should be started was written by one C. 
W. McLane, who is not identified, to C. 
Denacher, also not identified, who was 
asked to get it before the German Am- 
bassador. The letters follow: 

Received at Imperial German Embassy, 

Washington, Military Attache, July 1, 
19 
~~ Dear Mr. Marlow: Herewith I send 
' you.a copy of a letter which I received 
from Detroit several days ago. 

According to the information to whic. 
. §t refers, it has reference in the first 
place to one of the indorsers of the 
ceemmittee of the Ironworkers. My 
surety, who talked the opportunity over 
with the sender, is of the opinion that 
the last step in the situation will be 
te call into being a strike in the muni- 
tions factories of Detroit, Cleveland and 
Cincinnati, in so far as the necessary 
financial means can be secured. Ac- 
cording to our estimates, it could be 
done for about $50,000. 

Our friend K. will come to New York 
on Thursday, or in the course of next 
week, in order to talk over with you 
personally the opportunity. Until that 
time he will keep the sender there.

The copy of the letter referred to in 
the foregoing is as follows: 

Dear Sir: Should you be interested in 
a plan for precipitating a general strike 
of all the automobile workers, includ- 
ing the allie? industries in this city, 
the writer would be glad to consult 
with you at your office or through your 
accredited representative here. 

I have reason to know that workers 
are very much dissatisfied with the 
part they are playing in the European 
war and that with proper handling they 
would present a mighty protest against 
the persons responsible.

Altogether there are only three firms 
which produce liquid chlorine to be con- 
sidered: 

1. Castner Chemical Co., Buffalo. 

2. Electro Bleaching Gas Co., Buffalo. 
3. Goldschmidt Detaining Co. 

The first two firms are pure American, 
the last one 60 per cent German, for 
which reason a delivery by the last one 
to the allies is out of the question. 

The Castner Chemical Co. has appar- 
ently closed long-term chemical con- 
tracts with France, and is delivering 5 
to 75 tons monthly. The cost of pro- 
duction amounts to about 5 cents a 
pound, the selling price 8 cents. The 
liquid chlorine business would not of 
itself be very inviting if it were not 
for the fact that on the other hand 
caustic soda is gained, the price of 
which is very high. The manufacture 
of this preparation produces, however, 
almost automatically, an equal amount 
of liquid chlorine. 

While, then, the Castner.company is 
delivering all available’ material, the 
Electro Bleaching Co. has up to this 
time refrained from delivering, princi- 
pally because of the excuse that satis- 
factory steel receptacles for transpor- 
tation are not available. However, since 
Dalbrun has received permission from 
Col. Dunn (chairman of the Commission 
for Railway Supplies) to transport liquid 
chlorine in drums of one-ton capacity 
instead of in’ steel flasks, and after 
Dalbrun places these drums at the dis- 
posal of the company, there will be no 
further ground for their refusal to de- 
liver. 

Dr. Orenstein says that the firm, in 
view of their close personal connection 
with him, and in view of the German 
business manager, Dr. Neuhaus, has 
not as yet closed any contracts with 
Dalbrun, especially as the president of 
the company, Dr. Kingsley, up to this 
time has always met the wishes of these 
gentlemen. 


Agreement Against Allies. 

It will be impossible, however, for 
this to’go on any length of time, as 
the shareholders wish the profits to be 
derived therefrom. Dr. Orenstein, there- 
fore, suggests that an agreement be 
consummated with the Efectro Bleach- 
ing Co., through its president, Kings- 
ley, whereby the delivery of liquid chlo- 
rine by this country to France and En- 
gland will be stopped. A suggested plan 
is inclosed herewith.

FEDERAL AGENTS 
REPORT ON STRIKE 
Al BAYONNE, N. J 


Industrial Commission Investi- 
gators Criticise Standard Oil 
Wages and Methods.

General Manager Declared to 
Believe Children Should Go 
to Work Earlier. 


Bw Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Aug. 16.—The report of 


George P. West and C. T. Chenery, 
who investigated the July (1915) strike 
of Standard Oil Co. employes’ at Bay- 
onne, N. J., for the United States Com- 


mission on Industrial Relations, was 
made public last night by Frank P. 
Walsh, chairman of the commission. 
The report says in part, after stating 
that the strike was against the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. of New Jersey: 

“The company is the most important 
of-the Standard Oil group, and this 
group is the principal contributor to the 
wealth, prestige and power of the larg- 
est estate in the country, if not in the 
world, that of Mr. John D. Rockefeller 
Sr. and his immediate family. The 
facts regarding the company’s labor 
Policies must, therefore, be regarded as 
of special significance because of the 
tremendous power wielded by the group 
of men who control this industry, and 
because of their announced intention to 
enter the field of industrial relations 
with a view to widening their influence 
and’ actively propagating what they 
deem to be the proper theories and prin- 
ciples that should govern the relations 
between employer and employe. 


“Findings of Fact.” 

The following findings of fact are to 
be considered in the light of the fore- 
going: 

“The Standard Oil Co. of New Jer- 
sey, although conducting an enormously 
profitable enterprise, pays Wages too 
low to maintain a family on a comfort- 
able, healthful basis. 

“It fixes wages, not with relation to 
the earning of the company, but by tak- 
ing into consideration Wages paid hy 
cther companies in the same locality 
end then fixing the wage as low as, or 
lower, than the prevailing wage in thiut 
locality. In Bayonne it paid common 
laborers less than those of two com- 
panies whose plants adjoin its refineries. 
This is in direct contradiction to the 
claims of the company, in a statement 
issued at 26 Broadway, that it has al- 
ways paid the prevailing wage or bet- 
ter. The statement of the genera] man- 
ager of the company that the interests 
of other Companies in the same loca)- 
ity are considered in the fixing of wages 
constitutes in effect an admission that 
the company combines with the poorest 
and least generous employers to fix the 
wage rate. 

“The company maintains a_ settled 
rolicy of refusing to deal with any la- 
bor organization or ‘professional labor 
man,’ and even refuses to permit those 
employes who cannot speak English in- 
telligently to engage an attorney a# 
their spokesman and representative.” 

Developing this last point further in 
the report it is stated that Paul Supin- 
sky, a Jersey City attorney, visited Gen- 
eral Superintendent Hennessy of the 
company, as spokesman for a commit- 
tee of six employes who had hired him 
to negotiate for them. It is further 
stated that Hennessy, “acting in con- 
junction with Mr. Gifford, general man- 
ager of the company, refused point 
blank to consider the .demands and ex- 


have engaged a nonemploye of the com- 
pany to aid them in presenting their 
grievances.”’ 

“Independence Resented.” 

“The men are made to understand,”’ 
the report continues, “that they must 
seek no outside assistance in their deal- 
ings with the management and that anv 
show of independence or any hint of 
compulsion will be vigorously resented. 

“The company has instituted no ma- 
chinery by which real or fancied griev- 
ances may be peacefully and promptly 
adjusted. The officials say that any 
man has access to the general superin- 
tendent, but the employes allege that 
they would be discharged before reach- 
ing the office. 

“General Manager Gifford is not a 
believer in child labor legislation, and, 
on the other hand, thinks the children 
should be allowed to go to work earlier. 
He and Mr. Hennessy apparently have 
little respect for the foreign-born men 
whose labor produces the company’s 
earnings and are proponents of the ex- 
tremely individualistic and reactionary 
industrial theories ._discarded by en- 
lightened employers and by economists 
many years ago.” 

The report then recites that the com- 
pany employed a detective agency of 
New York City to furnish guards and 
strike breakers. It quoted the attorney 
for the agency as referring to these 
men as,“‘a lot of thugs.’” The investi- 
gators added: “Their appearance am- 
ply justified his use of the term.” 

Sherif¢ Criticised. 

“The strike was broken by Sheriff 
Eugene Kinkead,"’ the report states 
“who first overawed and disorganized 
the strikers by assaulting and arrest- 
ing one of their leaders and then 
strengthened his control over them by 
promising to use his influence to obtain 
an increase in wages and by arresting 
80 of the armed guards.” 

In another section of the report it is 
stated that the Sheriff's alleged assault 
was upon “a young Elizabeth City S»- 
cialist by the name of Jeremiah Baly.” 

The report asserts that the Sheriff 
had suggested Baly as a member of 
the Strike Committee and when the 
men went to the plant to draw back 
pay insisted that Baly should go wita 
them. It fs further stated in the re- 
port that Baly, not being an employe 
of the company, refused to go to the 
pay window and (hat the Sheriff firer 
‘beat him viciously’’ and then arrest- 
ed him. 


“Sheriff Kinkead’s course had the 


—| cordial approyal of the Standard Oil 
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| Co. officials who were thus enabled to 


pressed indignation that the men shoud) 


maintain their refusal to make any con- 
cession to the men until the men re- 
turned to work and had in effect thrown 
themselves on the bounty of the com- 
pany, ’” continues the report. 

“Two days after the men had returned [ 
to work, the Standard Oil Co. announced 
increases in wages. These increases 
were less than those demanded by the 
strikers and the rates now being paid 
are still below those pald by one of the 
other companies adjoining the Standard 
Oil Co.’s plant, if the common labor 
rate can be taken as a basis of com- 
parison. 

“The outcome of the strike const!- 
tutes a complete victory for the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. as to its vital policies, that 
is, its refusal to recognize or permit 
collective action’ or to make any con- 
cession to the men except of its own 
free will and accord.” 


Cause of the First Riot. 

The report gives a rong history of the 
strike and of the disorder which ac- 
companied it. It accused the Standard 
Oil Co. of urging the Bayonne police to 
keep strikers off the streets, and as- 
serts that the attempt to do so caused 
the first riot on July 20. The arrival] of 
strike-breakers from New York City, 
on July 21, is blamed in the report for 
a conflict between the police and strik- 
ers, and it is stated further that, as a 
result, the local police asked Sheriff 
Kinkead to send deputies to Bayonne. 
The report says further that the city 
officials notified the- Standard Oil Co. 
and the Tidewater Oil Co. “that they 
would have to make preparations for 
their own defense.” 


The arrival of armed guards is then 
recited and it is said that the strikers 
attacked the Tidewater plant July “2, 
after the guards had fired on men and 
boys who threw stones. 


“A few strikers had armed themselves 
with cheap and ineffectual revolvers 
with which ‘they futilly returned the 
deadly fire of Winchesters in the hands 
cf the guards,”’ says the report. 


It is stated that the commander of 
one section of the guards had been in 
charge of guards at Roosevelt, N. J, 
in January, when 20 strikers were kille+ 
or wounded, and that because of the 
July 22 riot these men were discharged 
by the oil companies. The activities of 
the Sheniff in his efforts to settle the 
strike are then detailed at considerabie 
length. 

Chapters of the report are also de- 
voted to a discussion of the use of 
armed guards in strikes, to the standard 
of living and comparative wages in Ba- 
yonne and to correspondence between 
the investigators and the oil companies. 


CHOLERA IN WUERTTEMBURG 


German Soldier Contracts the Disease 
When in Galicia. 


GENEVA, Aug. 16.—Asiatic cholera 
Las appeared at Cannstatt, Wuerttem- 
berg.

He said he had received reports that 
Mexicans were crossing in ones and 
tiros into Texas and that they were at- 
tempting to gather again in Hidalgo 
County, west of Brownsville. Sunday, 
he said, a dozen approached a ranch 
house near San Benito, sending twv 
to the house. The rancher’s wife was 
at home alone. The Mexicans told her 
did not wish to hurt her. They 
asked where her husband and his horses 
were. After satisfying themselves that 
both the man of the house and the 
horses were away, the Mexicans left. 

The Twenty-sixth Infantry, from Tex- 
as City, went on duty here today. About 
7 men of the Twenty-sixth were left at 
Kingsville, 115 miles north of Browns- 
ville, and more than two campanies went 
on patrol at Harlingen, between here 
and Kingsville. Rangers and peace of- 
ficers are disarming all Mexicans outside 
of the larger towns throughout the 
Brownsville section. Firearms discov- 
ered in the possession of Mexicans in 
rural communities of this section is prac 
tically equivalent to a death warrant 
unless that Mexican is well known to 
Americans as being peaceful. Even with 
such a record, firearms are confiscated 
and a warning given not to obtain any 
more. 

There is a State law against ‘‘pistol 
toting,”’ but Mexicans in the country 
about here have avoided penalties of 
this law by Carrying rifles. The em bar- 
gO On arms and ammunition which rang- 
ers have put on Mexicans on the Ameri- 
can side is the most effective munitions 
embargo on record in this valley. Penal- 
ties for smuggling through this ranger 
embargo is death.

ENDS; WAGES MORE,

Agreement of Men and Employ- 
ers Due to Mediation by 
Father Dempsey. 


The freight transfer drivers. number- 
ing about 1000, who had been on a strike 
for two days, went back to work this 
morning, in accordance with an agree- 
ment reached yesterday as the result of 
mediation by Father Timothy Dempsey. 
pastor of St. Patrick’s Church, and 
founder of the Workingman’s Hotel. 

It was agreed that the drivers would 
accept wage increases amounting to ap- 
proximately 50 cents a week for each 
man. They had asked for increases 
ranging from $1.50 to $2 a week. 

A reduction of time also was granted 
by the team owners. Drivers will re- 
port for work at 6:30 a. m. instead of 6 
c’clock, and overtime will begin at 6:20 
p. m. instead of 6:35. Any fraction of 
an hour after 6:20 p. m. will be pala 
for as a full hour. Drivers will not be 
required to report for work on Sun- 
day. Any driver who is to be laid off 
will be so notified the night before. 
The agreement is for two years. 

Father Dempsey began his efforts 
toward mediation Saturday morning, 
when he telephoned to representatives 
of the teamsters’ union and the employ- 
ers’ organization and suggested that in 
the interest of the general public a con- 
ference should be held. Both sides 
agreed to this and each appoirited a Con- 
ference Committee. At a meeting of 
these committees Saturday night an 
agreement was reached on all points 
except the wage increase. The team 
owners were still unwilling to raise the 
wage scale. 

The result of the conference was re- 
ported to the men at a meeting at Cen- 
tral Trades and Labor Union headquar- 
ters yesterday afternoon and the tenta- 
tive agreement reached at the Saturday 
right conference was rejected because it 
did not provide for a wage increase. 

Another conference resulted in the 
team owners agreeing to a wage in- 
crease. Father Dempsey attended the 
conference and accompanied the com- 
mittee when it went to Central Trades 
Hall to report the second agreement to 
the men. This agreement was ratified. 
Father Dempsey made a speech and was 
loudly cheered and the strike was over.

HOW BRITISH SHIPS HAVE 
MISUSED NEUTRAL MARKS 


Government Makes Public Data Collected Since 
War Which Itemizes Number of Vessels 


That Have Sailed 


Under False Col- 


ors and Other Insignia.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—The German 
Government has made public through 
the German embassy the following mem- 
oranda on the misuse of distinctive 
marks of neutral ships by British ves- 
sels since the beginning of the German 
submarine war: 


I—Misure of American Ships’ Marks. 
Feb. 3—An unknown freighter sailed

May 30—An unknown steamer hoisted 
the American flag when near Gallop 
fireship and carried Swedish nationality 
marks on her bow. 

June 3—The Carnavon sailed on April 
21 under the American flag and the 
rame of “Texan’’ (report is confirmed 
by Capt. Horace Jefferson of Brooklyn,

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PERFUMES HAVE 
ADVANCED IN PRICE 
BECAUSE OF WAR 


Cold Cream to Follow Because 
One of Ingredients Is Used 
to Coat Cartridges. 


Another of the horrors of the Eu- 
ropean war is being brought home tv 
the women of St. Louis. Perfumes 
have advanced greatly in price and 
cold cream, already costing the re- 
tailers more than they ever paid for 
it, is soon to follow. 

The principal reason is that over 
yonder in Europe they are shooting 
cold cream into each other. Not in 
the cold cream form, of course, but 
in the essentials of its composition. 

Cne of the essentials of a greasless 
cold cream is stearic acid. Stearic acid 
is largely used in coating rifle bul- 
lets and shrapnel shells to prevent 
corrosion. In old times they used 
lard for all such purposes, but since 
lard, similarly used, cost England a 
bloody war at one time, a stearic 
acid composition has been substituted. 

(The war referred to was the Sepoy 
mutiny. Cartridges furnished to na- 
tive Indian troops were so made that 
one end had to be bitten off before 
it could be fired. They were coated 
with lard. Lard—anything from the 
flesh of the hog—is an abomination to 
a faithful Mohammedan and when, in 
addition to their other grievances, 
the Mohammedan Indians had to bite 
a lard cartridge, they decided they 


were anything but too proud to fight. | 
And they did some of the very best 
little fighting that the world has 
known while they lasted.) 

Anyway, stearic acid has been found 
more satisfactory for bullet coating than 
lard, and it is universally used. But 
there is more to the shortage than that. 
One of the things used to manufacture 
stearic acid is picric acid. Picric acid is 
also the foundation of some of the most 
destructive explosives in warfare. En- 
ormous quantities of it are being used 
in Europe. 


Most of the stearic acid used in this 
country came from Germany, as did 
a large percentage of the other chem- 
icals used in cosmetics. The war has 
virtually driven German commerce from 
the seas and so this source of supply 
is cut off. 

It may not be the most tasteful thing 

to say, but a larwe part of the stearic 
acid of commerce originates in the garb- 
age can. In Germany stearic acid has 
been made a valuable by-prodiict of the 
garbage-reduction plant and of slaugh- 
terhouse refuse. 
Any lady who finds the cold cream 
cost of living going up—after the raise 
hits the retailer—may censole herself if 
she happens to have a few miner's 
candles around handy. Miner's,candles 
are scarcely part of the ordinary furni- 
ture of a dressing table, but if one 
should be found, a very good substitute 
for cold cream can ve made from it, 
as it also is largely composed of stearic 
acid. 

Benzylacetate which is used in per- 
fuming cold cream has also jumped in 
price. When the war an the manu- 
facturer could buy it for $1.60 a pound. 
Today it costs $7.50 a pound. 

The great increase in the cost of per- 
fumes is due largely to the increased 
expensiveness of musk bauer, or arti- 
ficial musk, which is the basis of many 
of them. Genuine musk is obtained 
from an animal, but German chemists 
long ago discovered how to save money 
by an artifical musk which takes its 
place.

The American note is a flat denial of that contention, and rigorously 
upholds the right of the United States, under international law, to export 


war munitions. 

In justification of its position, the 
United States recites, among other 
things, that international law, the prac- 
tice of nations, the security of the 
United States and other nations without 
large military or naval establishments 
and neutrality itself are opposed to pro- 
hibiting the export of war munitions by 
a neutral to a belligerent in time of war. 

Can’t Deny Right to Buy Here. 

The United States contends that it 
cannot deny to others the right which 
it claims for itself to purchase war mu- 
nitions from a neutral in event of a 
foreign attack. 
United States hints that it might have 
to buy from neutrals if attacked. 

The note recites the fact that Austria- 
Hungary and Germany supplied muni- 
tions of war to Great Britain during the 
Boer war when England’s enemies could 
not import such supplies; and a statls- 
tical table of such sales is appended. 
It suggests that, had Austria and Ger- 
many refused to sell arms to Great 
Britain at that time “on the ground 
tha’ to do so would violate the spirit of 
strict neutrality,” those countries 

“might with greater consistency and 
greater force urge their present con- 
tention.’’ 

Text of American Note. 

Following is the full text of the Amert- 
can reply to the Austro-Hungarian note: 

“The Secretary of State to Ambassador 
Penfield. 

“Department of State. 
“Washington, Aug. 12, 1915. 

“Please present a note to the Roya! 
Foreign Office, in reply to its note of 
June 29, in the following sense: 

“The Government of the United States 
has given careful consideration to the 
statement of the Imperial and Royal 
Government in regard to the exportation 
of arms and ammunition from the United 


|} States to the countries at war with 


Austria-Hungary and Germany. 

“The Government of the United States 
notes with satisfaction the recognition 
by the Imperial and Royal Government 
of the undoubted fact that its attitude 


with regard to the export of arms and) 


ammunitions is prompted by its inten- 
tion ‘to maintain the strictest neutral- 
ity and to conform to the level of the 
provisions of the international treaties,’ 
but is surprised to find the Imperial and 
Royal Government implying that the ob- 
servance of the strist principles of the 
law under the cuwnditions which have 
developed in the present war is insuffi- 
cient, and asserting that this Govern. 
ment should go beyond the long recog- 
nized rules governing such traffic by 
neutrals and adopt measures to ‘main- 
trin an attitude of strict parity with 
respect to both belligerent parties.’ 


No Obligation to Change Rules. 

"To this assertion of an obligation to 
change or modify the rules of interna- 
tional usage, on account of special con- 
ditions, the Government of the United 
States cannot accede. The recognition 
of an obligation of this sort, unknown 
to the international practice sf the 
past, would impose on every neutral 
nation a duty to sit in judgment on 


» the progress of a war and to restrict its 


commercial intercourse with a bellig- 
erent whose naval successes prevented 
the neutral from trade with the en- 
emy. 

“The contention of the Imperial and 
Royal Government appexrs to be that 
the advantages granted tw a belligerent 
by its superiority on the sea should be 
equalized by the neutral Powers by the 


j establishment of a system of non-in- 


tercourse with the victor. . 

“The Imperial and Roy:!l Government 
confines its comments to arms and am- 
munition but, if the principle for which 
it contends is sound, it should apply with 
equal force to all articles of contraband. 
A belligerent controlling the high seas 
might possess an enormous supply of 
arms and ammunition but be in want of 
food and clothing. On the novel prin- 
ciple that equalization is a neutral! duty, 
neutral nations would oe obligated to 
place an embargo on such articles be- 
cause one of the belligerents could not 
obtain them through commercial! inter- 
course. 

Principle Applied on Land. 


“But if this principle, so strongly 
urged by the Imperial and Royal Gov- 
ernment, should be admitted to obtain, 
by reason of the superiority of a bellig- 
erent at sea, ought not it to operate 
eyually as to a belligerent superior on 
land? Applying this theory of cqual- 
ization, a belligerent who lacks the 
—? munitions to contend suc- 

ly on land ought to be permit- 
ted to purchase them from neutrals 
while a belligerent, with an abundanve 
of war stores or with the power to pro- 
duce them, should be debarred from 
such traffic. 

“Manifestly the idea of strict neutral. 
ity advanced by the Imperial and Royal 
Government would involve a neutral 
nation in a mass of perplexities which 
would obscure the whole field of in- 
ternational obligation, produce economic 
confusion and deprive all commerce 
and industry of legitimate fields of 
enterprise already heavily burdened by 
the unavoidable restrictions of war. 

Germany Sold Munitions, 

“In this connection it is pertinent to 
direct the attention of the Imperial and 
Royal Government to the fact that Aus- 
tria-Hungary and Germany, particular- 


ly the latter, have, during the years 


preceding the present European war, 


In this connection, the, 


them suggest or apply the principle now 
advocated by the Imperial and Royal 
Government. 

“During the Boer war between Great 
Britain and the South African republics, 
the patrols of the coasts of neighboring 
neutral colonies by British naval ves- 
sels. prevented arms and ammunition 
reaching the Transvaal or the Orange 
Free State. The allied republics were 
in a situation almost identical in that 
respect with that in which Austria- 
Hungary and Germany find themselves 
‘at the present time. 

“Yet, in spite of the commercial iso- 
lation of one belligerent, Germany sold 
tv Great Britain, the other belligerent, 
hundreds of thousands of kilos of ex- 
plosives,” gunpowder, cartridges, shot 
and weapons, and it is known that Aus- 
tria-Hungary’ also sold similar muni- 
tlons to the same purchasers, though 
in small quantities. WhiJle, as compared 
with the present war, the quantities 
were small (a table of the sale. is ap- 
pended), the principle of neutrality in- 
volved was the same. 

“If, at that time, Austria-Hungary 
and her present ally had refused to sell 
arms and ammunition to Great Britain, 
on the ground that to do so would vio- 
late the spirit of strict neutrality, the 
Imperial and Royal Government might, 
with greater consistency and greater 


| 


force, urge its present contention. 
Arms 6oel4 te Russians, 
“It might be further pointed out that, 


during the Crimean war, large quantities; 


of arms and military stores were fur- 
rished to Russia by Prussian manufac- 
turers; that, during the recent war be- 
tween Turkey and Italy, as this Gov- 
ernment is advised, arms and ammuni- 
tion were furnished to the Ottoman 
Government by Germany, and that, dur- 
ing the Balkan war, the belligerents 
were supplied with munitions by both 
Austria-Hungary and Germany. While 
these latter cases are not analogous, as 
in the case of the South African war, 
to the situation of Austria-Hungary and 
Germany in the present war, they nev- 
ertheless clearly indicate the long es- 
tablished practice of the two empire; 
in the matter of trade in war supplies. 

‘In view of the foregoing statements, 
this Government is réluctant to believe 
that the Imperial and Royal Govern- 
ment will ascribe to the United States 
lack of impartial neutrality tn contin- 
uing its legitimate trade in all kinds of 
supplies used to render the armed forces 
of a belligerent efficient, even though 
the circumstances of the present war 
prevent Austria-Hungary from obtain- 
ing such supplies from the markets of 
the United States which have been and 
remain so far as the action and policy 
of this Government are concerned, open 
to all belligerents alike. 

Practical Reason for U. 8S. Attitude. 

“But, in addition to the question of 
principle, there is a practical and sub- 
stantial reason why the Government of 
the United States has, from the founda- 
tion of the republic to the present time, 
advocated and practiced unrestricted 
trade in arms and military supplies. 
It has never been the policy of this 
country to maintain in time of peace a 
large military establishment or stores 
of arms and ammunition sufficient to 
repel invasion by a well-equipped and 
powerful enemy. 

“It has desired to remain at peace 
with all rations and to avoid any ap- 
pearances of menacing such peace by 
the threat of its armies and navies. In 
consequence of this standing policy, the 
United States would, in the event of 
attack by a foreign Power, be, at ths 
outset of the war, seriously if not fa- 
tally embarrassed by the lack of arms 
and ammunition and by the means to 
produce them in sufficient quantities 
to supply the requirements of national 
defense. The United States _has always 
depended upon the right and power t. 
purchase arms and ammunition from

“The general adoption by the nations 
of the world of the theory that neutral 
Powers ought to prohibit the sale °7 
arms and ammunition to belligerents, 
would compel every nation to have in 
readiness at all times sufficient, muni- 
tions of war to meet any emergency 
which might arise and to erect and 
maintain establishments for the manu- 
facture of arms and ammunition suffi- 
cient to supply the needs of its military 
and naval forces throughout the prog- 


in their relations with one another. 


“The Government of the United States, 
in the foregoing discussion of the prac- 
tical reason why it has advocated and 
practiced trade in munitions of war, 
wishes to be understood as speaking 
with no thought of expressing or im- 
plying any judgment on the circum- 
stances of the war, but as merely put- 
ting very frankly the argument in this 
matter which has been conclusive in de- 
termining the policy of the United 
States. 

“While the practice of nations, so 
well illustrated by the practice of Aus- 
tria-Hungury and Germany during the

“As to the assertion that the exporta- 
tion of arms and ammunition contra- 
venes the preamble of The Hague con- 
vention No. 13, of 1907, this Governmen* 
presumes that reference is made to the 
lust paragraph of the preamble,: which 
is as follows: 

“ ‘Seeing that, in this category of ideas, 
these rules should not, in principle, be 
altered, in the course of the war, by a 
neutral Power, except in a case- where 
experience has shown the necessity for 
such change for the protection of the 
rights of that Power.’

Supplies for Ships of War. n 

“With reference to the asserted | in- 
consistency o% the course adopted by 
this Government in relation to the ex- 
portation of arms and ammunition and 
that followed in not allowing supplies | 
to be taken from its ports to ships of | 
war on the high seas, it is only neces- 
Sary to point out that the prohibition of fe 
supplies to ships of war rests upon the 
principle that a neutral power must not 
permit its territory to become a naval 
base for either belligerent. 

“A warship may, under certain restric- 
tions, obtain fuel and supplies in a neu- | 
tral port once in three months. To per- 
mit merchant vessels acting as tenders 
to carry supplies more often than three 
months and in unlimited amount would 
defeat the purpese of the rule and might 
constitute the neutral territory a naval 
base. 

“Furthermore this Government is un- 
aware that any Austro-Hungarian ship 
of war has sought to obtain supplies 
from a port in the United States either 
directly or indirectly. This subject has, 
however, already been discussed with 
the Imperial German Government, to 
which the position of this Government 
was fully sot fcrth Dec. 24, 1914, 
“In view of the positive assertion in 
the statement of the Imperial and Royal 
Government as to the unanimity of the 
opinions of text writers as tw the ex- 
portation of contraband being unneu- 
tral. this Government has caused a care- 
ful examination of the principal 
authorities on international law to be 
made. 

German Authority Quoted. 
“As a result of this examination it 
has come to the conclusion that the Im- 
perial and Royal Government has been 
misied and has inadvertently made an 
erroneous assertion. Less than one- 
fifth of the authorities consulted ad- 
vocate unreservedly the prohibition of 
the export of contraband. Several of 
those who constitute this minority ad- 
mit that the practice of nations has 
been otherwise. 


“It may not be inopportune to direct 


particular attention to the declaration 
of the German authority, Paul LHinicke, 
who states that, at the beginning of 
the war, belligerents have never re- 
monstrated against the enactment of 
prohibitions on trade in contraband, but 
adds ‘that such prohibitions may be 
considered as violations oc neutrality, 
or at least as unfriendly acts, if they 
are eracted during a war with the 
purpose to close umexpectedly the 
sources of supply to a party which 
heretofore had relied on them. 
“The Government of the United States 
deems it unnecessary to extend further 
at the present time a consideration of

Government. The principles of ipter- 
national law, ihe practice of nations, 
the national safety of tie United States 
and other nations without great -mili- 
tary and naval establishmerts, the pre- 
vention of increased armies and navics, 
the adoption of peaceful mettods for 
the adjustment of international differ- 
ences and, finally, neutrality itself, are 
opposed to the prohibition by a neutral 
nation of the exportation of arms, am- 
munitions, or other munitions of war, 
to belligerent powers during the prog- 
reas of the war.

FORMER MINISTER 
HFID FOR MURDER 
OF CURL. ENDS LIFE 


Silas N. Ebersole, Found Hang- 
ing in Cell in Jail at South 
Bend, Ind. 


SOUTH BEND, Ind., Aug. 16.—Silas N. 
Ebersole, a former Dunkard minister 
held for the murder of Hazel Macklin, 15 


years old, in August, 1914, hanged him- 
self in the county jail this morning. 

Ebersole’s bcdy was found hanging to 
the bars in the rear of his cell by 
Turnkey R. G. Barkley. The former 
preacher broke off a sii all lead pipe 
from a disinfectant apparatus in the 
hallway near his cell and twisted it 
about his neck and around the bars of 
the cell over his head. He had trussed 
himself with towels and blankets, so 
that in his death struggles he would not 
be able to release himself from the pipe. 

Ebersole left nothing in the way of 
a confession, according to Coroner T. 
J. Swantz. 

Hazel Macklin was strangled. Her 
body was found in a vault at a park 
near here four weeks after she was 
reported missing. No search was made 
for her during that time, and it was 
only through the efforts of girls in her 
Sunday school class that an organized 
step was made to find Fer. 

The girl had inserted an ‘ad’’ for 
work as a housemaid. Shc said, on leav- 
ing the home of her uncle here, that a 
man had answered the ‘‘ad’’ and had 
teld her to meet a maz near Island 
Park.

A dealer in war horses at the National 
Stockyards today said $27,370.000 had been 
spent by the allied Governments for 
horses at the East St. Louis market 
since the war began. This estimate, he 
said, is low, based on $170 being paid for 
each horse. The total number already 

purchased is 161,000. 

The dealer said that the price averaged 
$170 until recently, when it went up. It 
is said to be about $180 now.

ENGLAND ACCUSED 
OF FORCING THE 
MOROCCAN CRISIS 


She Pushed France Into Muddle, 
Says Report Found in Ar- 
chives at Brussels. 


BERLIN, Aug. 16, by wireless to Tuck- 
erton, N.eJ.—The Norddeutsche Allige- 
meine Zeitung continues its sensational 
publication of the concrete reports pre- 
pared by the Belgian Ministers at the 
European capitals prior to the outbreak 
of the war and found by the Germans 
in the archives at Brussels. The docu- 
ments printed today deal with the Mor- 
occan_— crisis. The Overseas News 
Agency has prepared the following 
summary of the report for transmission 
abroad: 

“The origin of the Moroccan troubles 
is characterized by the Belgian Min- 
ister at Paris under date of April 23, 
1911, thus: 

*“ ‘England, which has pushed France 
into the Moroccan muddle now consid- 
ers her work with satisfaction.’ 

“France’s attitude toward the Mor- 
occan question was provocatory, said the 
Belgian ‘Minister at Berlin, writing on 
April 21, 1911. 

“The Algeciras convention was signed 
by France, though with a firm intention 
never to keep it.’ 

“France soon was so far advanced into 
the Moroccan muddle that she could 
not withdraw and had to provoke 4g 
German protest.” ‘ 

The Belgian Minister at London on 
May 9, 1911, wrote: 

“The occupation of Fez, for instance, 
would present an aspect of being too 
permanent an encroachment upon the 
spirit if not upon the letter of engage- 
ments taken in Algeciras and furnish 
an occasion for the intervention of 
Berlin.’ 

“When the Panther appeared off Ag- 
adir, Morocco, it was evident that En- 
gland wanted to complicate the situa- 
tion and to force a violent solution of 
the crisis. The Belgian Minister at Paris 
on July 8, 1911, writes: 

“*There will be less chance for an 
understanding with Germany if England 
participates in ths conversation.’ ”’ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—Dismissal of 
two midshipmen and the disciplining of 
12 others for alleged ‘‘cribbing’’ at the 
United States Naval Academy were or- 
Gered today as a result of the finding of 
the court of inquiry which investigated 
irregularities in examinations and reci- 
tations at the academy. 

The mdshipmen dismissed with the ap- 
proval of President Wilson were Ralph 
M. Nelson Jr. of Peekskill, N. Y., and 
Charles M. Reale of Wellsville, Ok. The 
court’s recommendations that the others 
be disciplined were approved by Secre- 
tary Daniels. 

Drastic changes in the conduct of ex- 
aminations are recommended by the 
court in a unanimous report of its in- 
quiry, begun in June. Abolition of the 
practice of giving out “dupe,” or ad- 
vanced information, unless beads of de- 
vartments issue it by memovranda, and 
less vigorous examinations are the prin- 
cipal recommendations.

OF POSTAL FUNDS 


St. Louis Branch of. Bank Has 
$674,159 on Deposit, Rus- 
sians in Lead. 


Statistics of the Postal Savings Bank 
of the St. Louis Postoffice, made public 
today by the Postoffice Department, 
‘show that of the $671,159 on deposit 
$404,196, or 60 per cent, is by foreign-born 
residents of St. Louis. 

The Russian-born led in deposits with 
$90,815 to their credit, then followed the 
Italians with $72,456, the Hungarians 
with $65,887, the Austrians with $51,158, 
the Germans with $44,591, and represen- 
tatives of Great Britain and her colo- 
nies with $31,402. A dozen other nation- 
alities had postal savings accounts 
ranging from a few hundred dollars to 
$9119, owned by Greeks. 

The postal savings service at St. Lou's 
has been handicapped by restrictions in 
the original postal savings act, which 
forbid the acceptance of more than $100 
a month from a depositor and fix $6500 
as the maximum amount that may be 
accepted from him. Three hundred and 
sixteen depositors at St. Louis have 
reached the $500 limit and can deposit no 
more, despite their appeals to do so 
Of this number 1% are foreign-born. The 
restrictions have proved particularly dis- 
appointing to the foreign-born, who 
often insist on depositing their entire 
savings at one time and can not under- 
stand why the United States Govern- 
ment is willing to safeguard a part of 
their savings and not alljof them.

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ALLEGED GERMAN CONSPIRACY. 

In judging the evidence published by the New 
York World concerning an alleged German con- 
spiracy to control American opinion in favor of 
Germany and thus influence American official 
action on the war, we must bear in mind three 
points: 

1. It is natural and proper that Germans, of- 
ficial or otherwise, and German sympathizers 
should endeavor by all legitimate means in their 
power to inform American opinion on the Ger- 
man cause and to influence this opinion in favor 
of Germany. Freedom of speech afid freedom of 
the press in America open the public platform 
and publications of all kinds to the use of advo- 
cates of any cause. 

2. We must keep in mind the distinction be- 
tween. what is ill-advised or offensive and what 
is reprehensible in the efforts to control public 
opinion and official action. 

3. In order to prove reprehensibility on the 
part of the German Government or its representa- 
tives it is necessary to show ‘the direct connec- 
tion of and participation of the Government or its 
representatives in reprehensible acts, such as 
bribery or stirring up sedition or similar offenses. 

The evidence the World submits is highly 
interesting and important, but as yet it does not 
convict the German Government or its repre- 
sentatives of corrupt or criminal conspiracy or 
of specific acts designed to injure’ the United 
States or to do more than obtain favorable judg- 
ment on Germany’s course and acts, on the part 
of the American people. 

The evidence chiefly concerns plans for a pro- 
German propaganda through news bureaus and 
correspondents, lecture platforms and moving 
picture films and articles in newspapers and 
periodicals. There is no proof that the plans 
for organizing a great news bureau and pur- 
chasing a daily newspaper were ever carried 
out. There is no proof that they were anything 
but plans such as flood the representatives of 


every case, which has ardent sympathizers, and 


funds to tempt the propaganda mercenaries. 

Let us bear in mind that the Entente Powers 
through Great Britain had the ear of America 
through a common language and the control of 
It is not astonishing 
that Germans and German sympathizers, know- 
ing the handicap of Germany in language and 
lack of means of communication, should resort 
to extraordinary and costly methods of present- 
ing the German side of the war. Under the cir- 
cumstances the German Government might be 
pardoned for spending money to find ways of 
informing and influencing American opinion in 
its favor. It would be justified in paying for 
the publication of statements presenting the facts 
and the arguments in favor of Germany. 

Roing this in a manner offensive to the Amer- 
ican Government and the American people is to 
commit a folly*so conspicuous and damaging 
that it overshadows and offsets the wrong. In 
this case thé blunder is worse than the crime. 

That in their efforts to influence American 
opinion and official action in this country. the 
German Government, its agents and sympathizers 
have blundered egregiously is obvious. Dr. Dern- 
berg and the Fatherland, whose German subsidy 
astonishes no one, are monuments of folly. Dr. 
Dernburg has suffered the consequences, but the 
Fatherland still fatuously assaults the President 
and the Government of the United States, in- 
sults American intelligence with its wholesalé 
German whitewash and offends American sensi- 
bilities by odious comparison of everything Ger- 
man—German kultur, German ideals, German 
standards, German achievements—with everything 
American. The Fatherland money has been 
worse than wasted. é 

If the Fatherland had been wisely conducted as 
a medium through which German news and Ger- 
man opinion on war questions were presented to 
Americans it might have been welcomed and 
useful. It would have been valuable to inde- 
pendent newspapers and periodicals which have 
been eager to get German news and information. 

So far the alleged German conspiracy to con- 
trol American opinion has worked for the most 
part against Germany.. Her enemies have profited 
by it. 
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The day-by-day reader has the impression that 
neither Germany nor Great Britain is a saint. 


The Lacedemonian tears of anger and disap- 
hointment that met the girl-babe at the threshold 
to life have become tempered into solicitude to 
guide and guard her steps on the paths upon 
which nature has cast her lot. The specific treas- 
ure confided to her keeping makes a distinctive 
preparation imperative—social order demands. 
that, and her own ideals make it compulsory.

Under 
it the extremes—bDarbarism and refinement—at- 
tempt to supplement nature with external em- 
bellishment.

Center her mind 
on the good and refrain from tempting curiosity 
or perverseness by exhibiting the deleterious. Let 
the mother’s guidance spell “do,” not “don’t,” 
which latter tightens the lips, makes unsteady the 
eye and furrows the forehead. 

Inculcate above all the certainty that the world 
will never raise her self-valuation; and if she 
at once pours out all her resources, she destroys 
further interest. > 

A girl must detach herself from the wall by 
such social and personal acquirements, which will 
give her a vantage among associates. 

In short, teach her properly to appreciate her 
mission and capabilities, and she will never think 
of bartering them for tinsel. 

In the field of education modern conditions 
complicate the problem. Over six million Amer- 
fean women “make” their own living. Then, 
those whose perspective forces a suspicion of ulti- 
mate bread-making exertion must add to their 


general girlhood equipment useful attainments 
‘that will fit them for independence. In fact, since

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MAKING HARD COAL CHEAPER. 

After years of unsuccessful effort in the courts, 
the first effective blow at the Hard Coal Trust 
has just been struck by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

The board finds thet the freight charges on 
hard coal, not only to tidewater, but to the in- | 
terior, are unreasonably high, and orders what is 
called a “sweeping reduction.” 

It finds that preferential service has been given 
mining companies in which the railroads are in- 
terested and orders it discontinued. 

This finding coincides with that of every disin- 
terested investigation made in recent years into 
the causes of the excessive price of hard coal. It 
is confirmed by the size of the incomes, the rate 
of dividends and the price of the stock of the hard 
coal roads even in times of the greatest stringency 
on other roads. 

This oppressive trust, in which mining inter- 
ests and transportation interests are linked, has 
been in a position to control both of the chief 
elements entering into the cost of hard coal to 
the consumer—the price of the coal at the mines 
and the freight charge. Controlling the outlet 
from the anthracite region, it has preferred to 
make the freight charge excessively high. For 
the effect on the few independent coal producers 
it has kept the price of coal at the mines com- 
paratively low. 

The announcement ‘of the relief which the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission promises the pub- 
lic appeared simultaneously with a particularly 
foolish attack on the commission made by the St. 
Louis Republic. That paper declares that Con- 
gress cannot get at the commission nor can the 
President nor the voters. It says the man in 
the street would like to see the board made amen- 
able in some way to public opinion, which is just 
what the man in the street does not want to see. 

What does the Republic want, soap-bax regula- 
tion of rates with all their intricate computa- 
tions? Does it want popular recall of{Interstate 
Commerce Commission decisions? 

The commission in recent months has ap- 
proved of the confusing increase in passenger 
rates across state lines. In addition to the gen- 
eral increase of 5 per cent for Eastern and the 
late increase in a few rates for Western roads, 
it has been readjusting rates here and there when 
found unremunerafively low. Unqnestionably it 
has acted wisely and in accordance, with the best 
judgment on the railroad situation. But it has 
done this against the stubborn opposition of many 
business men and a great mass of uninformed 
public opinion unfamiliar with the problem. 
Regulation in accordance with the facts and 
not in subservance to popular clamor is the ideal 
regulation.

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MODERN WARFARE METHODS. 
A dispatch from London states that British ex- 


perts take the historical view of the invincible- 
ness of Russia on account of vast distances and 
lack of roads, transportation facilities and food 
supplies for man and beast. The Russians make 
a desert behind their retreating armies. 
The historical view is not a good guide in this 
war. The modern methods of warfare have 
changed all military traditions. Trietschke pre- 
dicted that the next war would differ from all 
other wars because it would be fought, not by 
organized armies only, but by organized and 
armed nations with every citizen a soldier and 
with all the resources of the nation available for 
military uses. He foresaw Germany’s perfected 
national organization and wonderful prepared- 
ness as the model of future warfare. 
The German task of penetrating deeply into’ 
Russia is gigantic and dangerous, but their sit- 
uation is not to be compared to that of Napoleon. 
Napoleon took an army into Russia, depending 
upon Russia’s resources for forage and Ruésian 
roads for the movement of his troops and the 
transportation of guns and ammunition. 
The Germans depend upon themselves for sup- 
plies, roads and transportation. They are pre- 
pared for all contingencies. They have sent into 
Russia not only a vast army of soldiers, but a 
proportionate army of workers with materials for 
all purposes. As they move they build their 
own highways and railroads on which to bring 
up their food supplies, guns and ammunition. 
They carry their own resources. 
If the Germans suffer in Russia it will be be- 
cause they cannot supply enough men to over- 
come the Russian hordes. The Russians may be 
able to equip an army which will exhaust the 
German resources. They will not be defeated be- 
cause they cannot utilize the resources they have 
or because Russian cities are burned and Russian 
stores of food destroyed. 

Historical views of warfare must be revised in 
the light of modern methods, in the perfecting of 
which the Germans have set the pace.

COMFORT FOR BOAT OWNERS.

the yacht Sea Oall. Their troubles are nothing: 
The schooner yacht Sea Call, built at a cost of 
$600,000 and owned by Alexander S. Cochran of New 
York, is now being broken up at Lawley’s Yacht 
Works, Neponset. Sea Call was launched April 29 
at Neponset and her only trip was a trial, from Dor- 
chester Bay to New London. Arriving at the latter 
city, she was placed in dry dock and given a thor- 
ough examination. This disclosed the fact that even 
before she had sailed a mile she was doomed and that 
electrolysis was working so rapidly that it was con- 
sidered dangerous to keep her in commission. 
Electrolysis was brought about by the action of 
the steel in her hull on the monel metal plates 
in the hull through the agency of salt water. The 
yacht was brought back to the builder's yard, but ex- 
perts could find no cure for the defect. The fittings 
are now being removed, but Mr. Cochran has not an- 
nounced whether he will have another.vessel of this — 
type built. He also owns the cup class dloop Vanitie, 
and both Vanitie and Sea Call wefe designed by 
William Gardner of New York. Sea Call is 210 feet 
over all length, 150 feet on the waterline, 34 feet 
beam and 18 feet draft. She has a 400-horse-power 
auxiliary steam engine, and was designed to spread 
25,000 feet of sail.

Peach Tapioca—Soak 2-3 cupful ofto take out of boiler. 


pearl tapioca in cold water to cover, | 
over night or for several hours.

Wipe 
and remove skins from peaches; cut in 
halves, take out stones, cut in slices 
lengthwise and sprinkle with sugar.

Serve witn 
sugar and cream. Canned peaches cai 
be used with same results as fresh 
fruit. 


Fried Bananas, Chafing Dish—Cut 
4 bananas in halves lengthwise; melt 1 
tablespoon butter in blazer of chafing 
dish without using the hot-water pan; 
brown the bananas on both sides and 
serve with nut currant jelly sauce made 
as follows: Boil % cup sugar and 4% cup 
water together 4 minutes; then pour 
onto 1-3 cup currant jelly which has 
been beaten until soft with a silver fork; 
then add 1-3 cup nut meats blanched and 
broken in small pieces; then it is ready 
to serve. 

Canned Beans or Peas.—Prepare 
beans or peas the same as for cook- 
ing and fill jars as full as possible, 
then turn in cold water until bub-. 
bles stop coming up and it runs over 
the top. Be sure to put on new rub- 
bers. In using quick sealing jars 
place the wire over cover, but do not 
put the other wire down until ready

RAPPED BY JUDGE: 
IN MARSANS CASE 


Federal Jurist Dyer Declares 
Contracts Containing It 
Are One-Sided. 


Judge D. P. Dyer of the District 
Federal Court ,sitting in the hearing 
of Armando Marsans, the Cuban out- 
fielder with the St. Louis Federals, 
to have the injunction obtained 
against him in 1914 by the Cincinnati 
Baseball Club dissolved, said this 
morning that the 10-day release 
clause might be the law, but it did 


not meet with his approval. 

The 10-day reelase clause gives 
the club all the better of it,” said 
Judge Dyer in giving his views, ‘‘The 
club can give a player notice of re- 
lease, but the player cannot give 
the team for which he is working 
any such notice. It is a one-sided 
affair. 

“It may be the law of baseball, 
but it does not meet with my ap- 
proval. This is a free country and no 
man can hold another to such an 
agreement. Of course,I am only giv- 
ing you my views and may change 
my opinion after I have looked into 
the matter a little further.” 

Attorneys for Mursans and the Cin- 
cinnati Exhibition Co. started argu- 
ments in the case this morning. 

C. Misadison, representing Mar- 

Sans, said that in sending the letter 
to Marsans on June 27, 1914, the Cincin- 
nati club violated the rules of organized 
vaseball, especially 19 and :0, which 
State specifically that if a player Jumps 
the team he shall be declared an outlaw 
and that the National Commission can- 
not even act uper his case for reinstate- 
ment tor a period of three years. 
_ Madison also argued that through the 
ietter sent by the Cincinnati club tv 
Marsans in 1914-he (Marsans) could not 
construe as 2 meaning that he report in 
1915. Madison also said that the Cin- 
cinnati club hac sent Marsans no ex- 
penscs to cover the training trip.

The pop-bottle shower which two- 
bit patrons at Robison Field yester- 
day gave in honor of Lord Byron, the 
singing decision-maker, accomplished 
one thing, to wit:

CARRANZA'S VIEW 
UF PAN-AMERICAN 
MOVE FOR PEACE 


He Tells Post-Dispatch Man That 
Isssue Is Whether Nations 
Will Recognize Him.

(Copyright. 1915, by Press Pub, Co.) 
VERA CRUZ, Mexico, Aug. 146.—To 
written questions submitted to Gen. 
Verustiano Carranza by the Post- 
Dispatch, the First Chief of the Con- 
stitutionalist Government in Mexico dic- 
tated, and, after revising them, signed 

answers as follows: 

“My opinion cf the meetings held ir 
Washington and New York (referring 
to the Pan-American ‘conferences) is 
that the nations there represented can 
only consider the question whether the 
Governments there represented shall 
recognize or refuse to recognize as the 
de facto Government the one which I 
represent as the First Chief of the 
Co.stitutionalist army, and as the head 
of the executive power of the Union— 
unless they discuss matters which have 
no reference to Mexico’s internal af- 
fairs 

“Yes, these sessions mizht bring trov- 
ble for Mexico if the delegates intend 
to solve internal problems, because ve 
will not consent to any nation’s inter- 
ference in our domestic affairs. 

“No, Ivhave not received any official 
advices whatever relative tu these con- 
ferences.”’ 

To the main question Whethemhe con- 
siders President Wilson's policy based 
on good faith Gen Carranza answered: 

“I should not for the present express 
any judgment relative to the conduct 
of the Amenmcan Government. When I 
think it necessary I shall express my 
opinion in that respect. 

“The retiring of the Brazilian Min- 
ister undoubtedly was ordered by his 
Government. We knew of it two days 
before it was decided to expel Dr. O,v- 
tega (the Minister to Guatemala) on 
account of being a pernicious for 
eigner. 

“I have not fixed any date for my 
personal entry into Mexico City. I 
shall do so when all departments of th» 
Government have been installed there, 
which installation has begun. 

“Until my personal arrival the m:>- 
tropolis will not be declared the cap- 
ital. On arrival there I shall officially 
‘declare Mexico City the seat of gov- 
ernment once more. If it is possible I 
should like, before I go to Mexico City. 
to visit certain states which I did not 
visit during ‘the last campaign.” 

Gen. Carranza was amiable through- 
out the interview. The Post-Dispatch 
correspondent was impressed with nis 
sincerity and evident desire for Mex- 
ico’s welfare, being willing to serve his 
country according to his best judg- 
ment. 


Messenger Trying to Reach Zapata 
With Copy of Peace Appeal. 


MEXICO CITY, Aug. 16.~With the 
assistance of Gen. Pablo Gonzales, 
the Carranza commandant in Mexico 
City, a messenger with a copy of 
the Pan-American peace appeal for 
Zapata is trying to pass through the 
Zapata lines. The appeal arrived yes- 
terday and was received by Charles 
Bailey Parker, who wag a clerk in 
the American embassy, then private 
secretary to the Brazilian Minister in 
charge of the American archives, and 
now is the only official representa- 
tive of the United States Govern- 
ment here. 

Gen. Gonzales received a copy of 
the Pan-American appeal last night. 


| Minister Expelled From Metico Ar~ 
rives at New Orleans Harbor. 


NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 16.—The gun- 
boat Sacramento, bringing Jose M. Car- 
doso de Oliveira, Brazilian Minister to 
Mexico, and his family, and Dr. Ortega, 
the Guatemalan Minister, expelled by 
Gen, Carranza, was anchored in the 
gulf, five miles west of Southwest Paas, 
today, waiting for the storm to abate 
so a pilot could bring her into the Mis- 
sissippi River. 

Reports from the mouth of the river 
said the seas were so high that an at- 
tempt to cross the bar would be ex- 
tremely perilous. The Sacramento prob- 
ably will not reach New Orleans before 
tonight.

GERMAN WINE CROP FOR THIS 
YEAR T0 BE ENORMOUS ONE 


Uniess There Spould Be Extraordinar- 
il., Bad Weather in Fall Output Pro- 
mises to Be Largest in 20 Years 

BERLIN, Aug. 16.—Unlessg the late 
summer and autumn ~bring some 
extraordinarily unfavorable weather, 
the year 1915 promises to be remark 
able for the production of German 
wines. Not for 20 years have the 
prospects along the Rhine, Moselle 
and Saar been so glowing, and it 
looks as if the “19l5er’” will come 
to dispute honorg with the famous 
“1893er,” the best vintage Germany 
has had in many a decade. The long 
drouth this year in Germany was 
particularly favorable for the vine- 
yardists. 

Not anly does the quality promise 
to be the best since 1893, but the 
quantity will be equally satisfac- 
tory. For the gathering of this 
bumper crop there are fortunately 
available thousands of war prison- 
ers from the wine districts of France, 
skilled help offering a complete sub- 
stitute for the German laborers at 
the front. The war has caused much 
less disturbance of conditions in the 
wine trade than.might have been 
expected, In only one respect are 
conditions changed. While the wine 
drinkers are drinking as much wine 
as usual, they are drinking cheaper 
brands. 

Of the better grade wines there 
is no lack and the prices have not 
been raised. This ig particularly true 
of Bordeaux, of which, according to 
competent authorities, Germany pos- 
sesses an adequate supply for at least 
two years. 


CURRENT COINS CENTURIES OLD 


Money tu Use in Chimese Province 
Dates Back te Ching Dynasty. 

PEKIN, Aug. 16.—An American, who 
recently arrived from the far interior 
of China, had with him when he reached 
Pekin a string of copper coins with 
holes through the center. The whole 
string, two feet in length, was deemed 
to be worth about @ or 15 cents, for 
the coins were only the ordinary “cash” 
in current use in the province of Ehensi, 
from which the traverer came. Upon ex- 
amination by a member of the American 
legation, who knows the Chinese lan- 
guage, it was fouhd that some bore the 
marks of Emperors as far back as the 
year 24 A. D. 

On the string were “cash” represent- 
ing every reign since the beginning of 
the Ching dynasty, many of the Ming 
dynasty, and even the dynasties that 
precede the latter.
